(b) The exemption described in subdivision (a) of this4

subsection shall apply to homesteads of:5

(i) Veterans as defined in section 80-401.01 who were6

discharged or otherwise separated with a characterization of7

honorable or general (under honorable conditions) and who are8

totally disabled by a non-service-connected accident or illness;9

(ii) Individuals who have a permanent physical disability10

and have lost all mobility so as to preclude locomotion without the11

regular use of a mechanical aid or prostheses; and12

(iii) Individuals who have undergone amputation of both13

arms above the elbow or who have a permanent partial disability of14

both arms in excess of seventy-five percent.15

(c) Application for the exemption described in16

subdivision (a) of this subsection shall include certification17

from a qualified medical physician, physician assistant, or18

advanced practice registered nurse for subdivisions (b)(i) through19

(b)(iii) of this subsection or certification from the United States20

Department of Veterans Affairs affirming that the homeowner is21

totally disabled due to non-service-connected accident or illness22

for subdivision (b)(i) of this subsection. Such certification from23

a qualified medical physician, physician assistant, or advanced24

practice registered nurse shall be made on forms prescribed by the25

(ii) An unremarried widow or widower of any veteran,24

including a veteran other than a veteran described in section25
